The nation’* dairy farm er* are being robbed of 200 million dollars 
this year. The thief is a stubborn, puzzling disease called bovine m astitis. 
An inflammation of the udder, m astitis is commonly caused by the 
same type of germ responsible for “strep ” th ro at in humans. The disease 
is usually classified as either acute f 
or chronic. In acute m astitis, the 
anim al will run rn high tem pera­ 
ture, lose her appetite and may 
stop giving milk. Chronic m astitis 
is hard to diagnose and may flare 
up a t intervals. It is frequently 
sp rea d in se c re t to o th e r h erd 
animals. 
Some bruise or dam age to the 
udder generally precedes an out­ 
break, although sudden change in 
w eather or feed may also play a 
p art. If allowed to go unchecked, 
m astitis may be fatal or it may do 
perm anent dam age to the udder, 
leaving scar tissue in place of pro­ 
ductive milk tissue.
